From 1773 through 1777 a magazine was published 
in London for the purpose of, “General Assemblage of 
Science, Taste, and Entertainment. Circulated to amuse 
the Mind, to improve understanding, and to Amend the 
Heart.” Purchase of any of the first 123 issues of the 
Sentimental Magazine would reward the buyer with a 
copper token or medalet stuck from dies engraved by 
John Kirk. The obverse of each piece featured the bust 
of an important person, the series began with George 
111, and the reverse held the honored individuals name 
and title.
